er, ofhis owne propoſiag, moſt plaine, 
pure, pretious, and profound, in theſe 
words; Onr father which art in beauẽ, &c 
To the ſubſtance whereof, although 
there can be nothing added, nor from 
thence anie thing can be taken awaie, 
without manifeſt impietie: yet are we 
not fo ſtrictly tied to the werds thereof 
only, but that wee may according to our 
ſeuerall occaſions ( which are infinite) 
dilate ypon the ſame to our comfort in 
him, without offence to the maieſtie of 
God if it be done in true zeale, without 
the which euen the moſt e ffectual praier 
is fin. I cannot but confeſlſe, that great 
is my frailtie remaining in me, which in 
my trauaile in this practiſe, hath great» 
ly bindred me: and manic are the yani- 
ties of my minde, which in my chiefeſt 
defire haue miſcartied mee, Vet ſuch 
hath been the fauour of my heauenly 
father, that hee hath hitherto aſſiſte d 
mee, and to my comfort hath per for- 
med that which of mine one proper 
power, wiſcdome, and will, I could nor 
perferme. And theſe praiers, which in 
this little Volume thou ſhalt finde, 
haue been to mee not a little comforta- 
ble, and to the faithſull, exerciſing 
them, they will be profitable, of what- 
loeuer eſtate, degree, calling, or mini- 
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ſerie they bee of : although I preſume 
not to teach, but deſire to bee taught: 
and expect na praiſe, but euen in heart 
yield all the praiſe to him, that was and 
is the guide & ſtay of all that truly ſeek 
to ſetue him. Which I beſeech him to 
grant vs, faithfully at all times to doe: 


- Notonly in the outward word, with the 


lippes one'y , and with a ſhewe alone, 
but with the inwarde aff: tion of the 
heart, with the longing deſire of the 
ſoule, and the ardent conſent of all the 
powers of our bodies, So fhall our prai- 
ers pleaſe him, andeuen the groanes 
of our hearts, which paſſe in ſilence, 
fall prelent our cauſe before the Tit 
bunall ſeate of our good God: who is 
alwaics neere at hand, and readie to 
performe yvhat is moſt neceſſary for 
our eſtates in this life, which in reſpect, 
is but a ſpanne long: yea, could vvee 
live a thouſand yeeres, it were but as 
one daie. Wee may not too much re- 
gard the ou-r-daintie maintenance of 
our corpotall eſtates: wee may not o- 
uer curicuſly ſeeke the meanes to be- 
come admirable in teſpect of our au- 
thotitie, of our riches, ofour friends, 
and of our caſuall pleaſures, yyhere- 
with alaſſe our weake natures, our 
ſraile conceites, and our catnall Fo

APrefare to ihe 
fires are often begu ed. and our posre 
ſcules ofteu dangeied ai d miſcar ĩed 
Where foie it b. hooueib vs caieful ie, 
ficſt and bef.· re all things, to ſeeke the 
kingdome of GOD , the way. the 
means, nd the guid thereuntoʒ which 
is nit to bee ſought elſe where. It is 


not in the outward vie veʒ and therfore 


to be e ſought from abo ue, and to be in- 
wardly received and comprehended by 
faith It is the kingdome of che * 
rics of God. It is the ke cpiug of his 
commande ments, and the due obe di- 
ence vnto his v ill. The wai- there unto 
is by grace (the gift of God) which he 
giueth to them char faithfuily as ke it, 


The meanes to helpe vs thereunto, is 


Chriſt the Sonne of God :who, ſitting 
at the right hand of the Father, obtai- 
neth and ſendeth vs that 3 
3 vs zand giueth al things clic, 

oth ſpintuall and worldly, that hee 
ſe eth neędfull for vs. But notwithſtan- 
ding chis ſingular benefit ef the medi- 
ation of Chriſt vntn his Father for vs, 


we are not diſcharged of this neceſſa - 


i exet ciſe of praier ; but ſo mueh the 
more enioine d to the executing there- 
of, continua lly, inſlanth,, faithfully, and 
zcalouſly, for the graces of God. which 
are the things, wkhout the which, all 

our 
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our praiers, all our ſpeeches, bee they 
mane or few, be they Joude or filent,be 
they of what kinde or ſhew ſoeuer, &- 
uade nothing But wee muſt firſt found 
ali our deſires aud praycrs vpon an vn- 
doubte#faich , wee muſt powre them 
from the verie butrome of our hearts, 
and continue them in a godlie pau- 
ence, and all in the name of Chtiſt Ie- 
ſus; in whole name, and for whole lake 
all things neceſſaric are prumiſed to be 
giuen to thoſe that aske according to 
the wul of GOD. Wherein wee muſt 
note, that we are not permictcd ralhly 
to deſite anie thing according to the 
deſite of fleſnly imaginatlon, bee it in 
our owne conceits neuer ſo meet and 
neceflarie,for the w iſedome of the fleſh 
is fooliſhneſſe before God. But wee 
mult firſt duly confider, what direction 
the word of God giueth vs inthat be- 
halfe : and then in all humilitie, to re- 
paire vnto the fountsine, from whence 
chat guifr (for which wee pray) muſt 
come; to wit, the name of Chriſt, the 
eaule of all our good ſucceſſe in our 
petitions. Wee are ſinful}, and there- 
tore great, yea, the greateſt occaſion 
to flie vnto God, is for the fotgiueneſſe 
of ſinnes, and in this point, haue all 
men cauſe to vſe. this Exerciſe, Fox 


— 
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Who ſo is finfull, and ſeeking no redre's 
for that tore, dieth of that diſeaſe, he is 
in perill of death eternall. And if anie 
man (in his ovyne conceit) acquite 
himſelfe from ſinne, and ſuppoſe him- 
ſelfe free from f. ling be fore Od, in 
Tome gtieueus offence, and therein 
flatter himſelfe, and refuſe torepaire 
vnto GO D for pardon of his crime, 
great is the danger, that that little 
fparke of Preſumption may inkindle in 
ſuch a ſoule, to his vtter condemnati- 
on, Wherefore great is the occaſion, 
whieh the ſinne ot euerie daie, yea ofe- 
wery hourc miniſters vnto the iuſt to 
call vnto God not one hy for pardon, 
but ſor ſtrength to vnderſtand that, 
which often at vnawarcs ouercommeth 
the moſt godly, Wee muſt therefore, 
in this behalfe, bee carefull ta repaire 
vnto the head of our comfort here, 
Teſus Chriſt the Lambe of God that 

taketh away the ſinnes of the World, 
Manie are the world'y occaſions 
vvhich force euetie man to ſeeke e- 
Hefe at the hand of God, vvhich wee 
are not only permitted but commaun - 
ded to do: not by out one corrupt and 
eruerſe means, which we are not one- 
by ot permitted, but forbidden to vie, 
Wand duly wreigh, and catefully con- 
oe A lader 
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fider our wants : for great are the er- 
rors of fleſh and blood in this be- 
halfe. For, alas, wee ſee that the long 
rains of licentious and wilfull liberty 
haue extended too farre in this point 
more then in the daies of our fotefa- 
thers, For when they were in diſtreſſe, 
when they were in danger, when they 


; were in moſt perilous eſtate, they dif- 


claimed their 6owne meanes and clea« 


ued vnto the prouidence of God, they 


forſooke the aide of the fleſh, and fra · 
med their defires according vnto the 


' ſpirit. S lia in the wildernes, Daniel in 


the Lions den, ſoſepb in priſon, Danid in 
diſtreſſe, and all the hohe ones in olde 


time, in all their troubles, left worldlie 


truſt, and addreſſed themſelues only ta 
the aide of the liuing God: not refu- 


ing ſuch due law full meanes, as in his 
vildom he prouided, & that paſt al hu. 
| mane hope. The children of Iſraell hee 
| delivered through the red ſea, in time 
| ofd —_— gaue them both food and 


water, by vnexpected meanes: he de- 


uered Peter, Paul, & others fiom the 


| 


enemies hands miraculouſly in his wiſ- 

dom:8 he worketh ſo, for al that truſt 
in him, at this day, For his good wil and 
laue is not diminiſhed, nor his yu 
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und louing hand ſbortned, but in his 
wonted loue, he helpeth all that relie 
vpon him. But ſuch is the perueiſe 
crookednefſe of mans na: ur, hat now 
in the ſe daĩes, they ſtriue euen to den 
che ability of Godin working for his 
and by their actions they th.nke that } 
the atme ef God is weakned, his pon- 
er leſlened, and his caie of his chi 
deu not tu bee as chen it was. And | 
therefore thy tclie ypon the aide of | 
man, the hei pe of flefhand biood, the |

ſtrength of their oune atme, the wiſe 5 
dome cf cheirowne partes, and the i- 
maginaticn of their 6w:-ch.ads, tbe 
broke! ee of Zgyp: : wherein they 
Eiſclaine the heipe ot God, the meicy, 
the lous., che cale nd prouideatce of 
the moi. nigheſt. For alas doe we not 
ſec that how m qy farts of men, ſo ma. 
ry me ans to maint aine their eſtates?, * 
Iht rich, into whoſ: hands God hath p 
Voi:-nfafed hi: giftes, they giue glo- tl 
tie to their owne deuices, and pre- 1 
ſume vpon their ohne policies, kee - th 
ping cheir ſtore for a deere yeere: ; 
whereas the wil of God in giuing, is to 0 
the reliele of cheii necdy bretuenz u 
Now for that the wil of God is broken, 
the poote oppreſſed, and theuſelu:s 
thereby bighlis endangered, uy 
* 
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themſelues faithfull in the prouideneꝭ 
of God, in that they feare, that if they 

iue, they ſhall impoueriſh the mſelues. 

They think not how God wrought with 
the bountifull widow ot Satepta, Elias 
hoſteſſe, in multiplying that, wherof ſhe 
liberally gaue for hi: ſake, They rather 
fooliſhlic indeauout to heape vp riches 
not knowing who ſhall injoy them: they 

urchaſe lands, and know nor who (hall 
inherit them: they build gay houſes, and 
know not who ſhall poſſeſſæ them; and 
fluter themſelues, and ſay, Soule, take 
thine caſe, when death ſtandeth at the 
doore, ready to take their ſoule from 
them. And being thus choaked with the 
riches of the world, the remembrance of 
the ſeruice of God, is baniſhed to the 
material] Church, where if they preſent 
themſelues on the Sabboth day, they 
thinke it a ſufficient diſcharge to heare 
the ordinary ſeruice,when all thercſt of 
the day they ſpend in worldly confe- 
rence and prophane exerciſ: worſe then 
the reſt of the weeke. Alas what deuo- 


tion appeareth in theſe pe. ſons?l ſpeake 
but to them whoſe conſciences ſhall ac- 


ruſe themſelues, God grant a ſpeedy re 
formation withour compulſion, God 
will not bee mocked. 


Now, fox the poore affſicted ones 
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great is the fra:l:ic remaining in the 
moſt. God gt ant patience to all. Such is 
the common courſe of fleſh and blood, 
accompanied with diſtreſſe, that for the 
moſt part, either violence, or impati. 
ence, or wilfull rebelling againſt God, 
is the effect of cheir concepts, touching 
their hard eſtate. And ſo farre valike 
Chriſtians (for the moſt part) wee take 
the Croſſe of Chtiſt, that in ſtead of 
being followers of him, wee ſeeke to 
deny him: in ſtead of patient accep- 
tance thereof, we will wilfully caſt it off 
by meanes vnlawfull, by robberie, by 
theft, by violence, and by blood. And 
if opportunity ſerue to neithet of theſe, 
wee euen take counſellof Jobs wife, ro 
.curſe God, and ( in brutiſh manner) to 
Jcauc the beſt refuge, namely to repaire 
to GO D, and at his hands to ſeeke 
that, which in good time, hee giueth 
to all vs, in faith defiring it: whether it 
be reliefe in pouertie with Elias; free- 
dome from bondage, with Daniel; de- 
liuerie from enenyes, with Dauid; or 

comfort in all diſtreſſes, with the chil- 

dtren of Iſrael. But the moſt of vs ſecke 
wron? meanes in ſuch diſtteſſe, Where- 
in wee erte, not knowing that as God 

was louing vnto Ilraell, ſo hee is louing 

vnto all that loue him truely , chat call

nm 
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ypon him faithfully, that attend his aid 
patiently , andobey his will duly, And 
therefore, why ſhould any man ſtand 
doubt full of relicfe at the bands of him 
that neuer faileth to pertorm that which 
he promiſerh,namely, that if ve aske we 
ſhall haue: if we ſeeke, we ſhall finde: if 
we knocke, he will open the gate of his 
mercies, and poure the dewe of his bleſ- 
ſings plentifully vpon us, not —— 
the perſon of any, but the obedient 
hearts of All. And therfore may the ſin- 
ner penit ent, the rich man truly liberal, 
and the poore diſtreſſed man faithſull, 
(to their comtorts) te ſort to the throne 
of God, in prayers, and bee aſſuredlie 
heard to their aſſuted pardon in the 
blood of Chriſt, to their comfart as wel 
in _ as in aboundance, | 
It reſterh now that we pray one for 
another ʒ for our gratious King, that 
God may bee pleaſed in mercy long to 
reſerue him a King ouer vs, and that 
be may continue a ioyfull Father ia 
our Engliſh Iſr aell. For all other Chti- 
ſtian Kings, wee muſt like wiſe pray, that 
God will increaſe in them the ſpirit of 
vile dom, & fauor to the diſtreſſed flocks 
vnder their ſeuetall charges & gouern- 
ments. We muſt be mindfull of our poor 
Chriſtian brethren, both at home & elſ- 
B 2 where 
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where: and for the aduetſaties of Gods 
truth (that now beginae to aſlaile vs, as 
weſce, and whom God himſelſe ha h 
ouerthrowne, to encourage vs) that ei- 
ther it may pleaſe him to conucrethem 
or to turne their forces from his ſer- 
uants : and that it might pleaſe him in 
mercie to direct the liues and conuer- 
fations of his miniſters, that they by his 
= may preach both truly and boldly, 

nd leaſt their looſe liues ſhauld bee a 
ſlaunder vnto his word, let vs pray that 
his grace may holde them from falling 
into thar,whichthe Arch-encmie of his 
religion edcuoureth to draw them, and 
wher eunto the fleſh is prone to yeelde, 
and the captious cauellers at the truth 
ready to oubliſh; to the end to bring his 
word (by them duly preached) into te- 
proch in this world : and that wee that 
are to be taught by their docttine, may 
attentiuely heare, truly vnderſtand, and 
diligently execute chat, which the word 
of truth teacheth.

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this world there can be nothing more 
(weet and delightſome then that vyhich 
may eaſe the inward mind, which is for 
the moſt part troubled with ſorrow for 
the ſame; It is therfore expedient in na- 
turall reaſon , that for the bodice the 
things bee piouided, which may agree 
not onely with the taſte, bur with the 
health of the body of the ſicke man, 
But far more expedientit is, that ſome 
meanes be cateſully ſought, for the diſ- 
eaſe ofthe troubled mind, whether it 
beinreſpe& of ſinne remaining in all, 
or in reſpe of a niſcrable eſtate in 
this life , not equally common to all: 
For the mind ouercarried with doubt 
either of being relicucd in reſpect of a 
low eſtate, without ſome ſweere com- 
fort, carrieth the ſoule to de ſolati- 
on, and laycth ( as it were / before 
the cies of the naturall man nothing 
bur humane deuices and pollicies cf 
reaſon, to intangle the poore ſcule in 
the net of vtiet diſpaire or dang-rous 
preſumption , Which both are euill. 
So a ſtaied confidence in the merits of 
Chriſt, in true refo1mation of life , 
baniſheth all feare of death and hell 
in reſpe& of ſinne, and reſting ttuelie 
vpon the prouidence of God, to re- 
ceiuę in his good time things * 
or 
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for our bodies, expelleth all feare of pe- 
riſhing, in reſpect of a low & miſerable 
eſtate of this life. Without ſinne no man 
liueth, and therefore a neceſſary medi- 
cine is praier, fot the preſeruation of al. 
Without worldly troubles few can liue, 
or at leaſt in great danger of manie ca- 
lalties, and the moſt ſecure cannot ſay, 
I will be baſe one houre : Nay hee muſt 
conleſſe his eſtate miſerab'e:the begin- 
ning miſera ble, in wailing, crying, and 
howling: the middle l tra- 
uell, labour, checks, enemies and manie 
euils : the end miſer- ble, in diſeaſes, in 
ſicknes, in weaknes diſdained of all, and 
caſt off at laſt as duſt of the earth, and 
dung of the field; the ſatteſt, the faireſt, 
the fineſt,the wileſt, the vantonneſt, and 
worldlieſt, being meare for tne wormes, 
Let no man then glorie of a rich, or be 
dilmajed at a poore eſtate; but acknow- 
ledge that the rich as well as the p>ore, 
the King as wel as th: beggar, the high- 
eſt as well as the loweſt , all and euerie 
one hath nee de ef this medicine of prai- 
er, to bee either deliuered from a mi. 
ſerable eſtate preſent, or from caſuall 
calamities ſo common to all, if not 
at one time, yet at another. The Sunne 
riſeth, ſnining: it may ſet ſnour ing: there 
is no eſtate permanent , but hach in it 


variety

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yarietie in proce eding. and alteration in 
the end. Bur theſe counſels are tedious 
to them that truſt to their treaſure : 
theſe periwaſtons ate but peeuiſh to 
men wallowing in pleaſure. The poore 
wan perhaps heateth them, the zealuus 
will aſluredly learne them, and the god- 
ly will carefully performe them: not 
on?ly inreſpeR of milerie, and for the 
bettering of a lo eſtate in this life, but 
in re ſpect of finne, the originall ground 
of all our miſeries. The beame where- 
of being raken awaic we ſhall ſee cleere- 
ly, that to a wiſe man liches is not more 
ſweet, nor poueriĩe more ſowre: world» 
ly preſerment not more io be deſited; 
nor a low ſtate more to be contemned; 
proſperity more to be wiſhed,or aduer- 
litie more to bzediſcained , than may 
giue ſuch a taſte to the ſicke ſoule, as in 
a cleere conſcience it may aj, and in ac- 
tions performeʒ that hauing nothing ig 
poſſeſſeth all things, and being poore it 
is yet rich, &c.

of vnfained repentance, mourning for
